The Coffee County Com- 
mission met in regular ses- 
sion on Monday, February 27, 
at the courthouse in Elba, and 
heard County Attorney Brax- 
ton Rowe state that he would 
ask the court for an imme- 
diate dismissal of a suit filed 
to prevent the county from 


holding a special referendum 
election to d the peoples’ 
wishes on the courthouse issue, 

“Y think there is teeth in 
your proposal,’’ said Rowe, ‘‘and 
I think the board is to be com- 
mended for its action, At the 
hearing Thursday, I will make 
a motion for the suit to be 


dismissed, The commission 
was criticized by the Grand 
Jury for not settling the issue, 
and I feel the commission was 
trying to find the wishes of 
the people,”’ 

Mr, Rowe told the com- 
mission that the situation in

munity, ‘There is evidence 
that people who leave their 
children here know they are 
getting the education they need,’’ 
Chism said, 

“There is always room for 
improvement,” according to 
Chism, ‘and most improve~ 
ments noted by the commit- 
tee have already been pointed 
out by the school’s self-study.” 

The lone major violation 
noted by the committee was 
the lack of a certified libra- 
rian in the middle school as 
required, A special meeting 
was held by the accreditation 
committee to discuss this and 
any possible exceptions due to 
the excellent job being doneby 
the present librarian, Mrs.’ 
Elaine Vaughan, Chism said, 
“We recommended that she go 
back to school and get her- 
self qualified as soon aS pos- 
sible, because it is evident 
that she is one fine librarian.” 

Other recommendations in- 
clude: additional multi-level 
instructional equipment as funds 
are available; PE teachers and 
choral music personnel when 
funds available (this would help 
teachers have more planning 
time); efforts continue on in- 
service work, 

Chism noted that these rec- 
ommendations were made be- 
cause that is what they were 
invited here to do. 

“This is as good as any 
school in this area, and it has 
been easy for us to do our job 


“The way I see it, we (the 
commission) have no choice but 
to pursue the matter,” stated 
Commissioner Bennie Beck- 
ham, “If we knew what the 
people wanted, we would not 
have to hold the election.” 

Rowe advised the com- 
missioners not to take a pub- 
lic stand on the upcoming legal 
action, and asked the com- 
missioners to stay quiet. 

“if the appeal is accepted, 
I think the Grand Jury should 
get off our back,’ stated Beck- 
ham, ‘We have tried to do 
what is best!” 

Monday’s meeting began at 
10 a.m, with all members pre- 
sent, Present were Probate 
Judge James L, Sawyer, Com- 
mission Clerk Brunease Wins- 
ton and Commissioners Gil- 
mer Grant, Jack Hornsby, Rex 
Boutwell, Bennie Beckham, Don 
Smith and Max J. Reeves, 

The first order of busi- 
ness was to open bids on gar~- 
bage bags to be used in rural 
garbage pickup, The only bid 
received came from Adams 
Industries, and it was $61.95 
per 1,000 bags, The com~ 
mission agreed to accept the 
bid and order 50,000 bags. 

The bags will be 16”’ x 14” 
x 37” in size and will be two 
mils thick, The plastic bags 
will be-black with ‘Keep Coffee 
County Clean’ painted on the 
sides. The bags will be 
treated with a dog repellant 
chemical, 

The commission voted to 
reject all bids received for a 
car to be used in garbage 
pickup by the fee collector. 
The commissioner: /2lt the 
car wasn’t needed, 


Mr, Frank Moore, an Ent- 
erprise businessman, asked the 
commission when it would be- 
gin rural garbage pickup. 

“I currently pick up gar- 
-bage at approximately 70 homes 
on Rucker Blvd,” said Moore, 
“and I'd like to know if I can 


continue garbage pickup when — 


the county’s new system goes 
into effect, Our customers 
want us to continue picking up 


their garbage, and we want to 


eontinue serving them, How- 
ever, if you’re going to make 
us stop, let us know nowl’’ 

The commission discussed 
the matter and instructed Attor- 
ney Braxton Rowe to work with 
County Engineer Leslie Mul- 
lins and for the two to draw 
up a legal contract to allow 
Moore to continue picking up 
garbage for one year, The 
commission asked Mr, Rowe 
to word the document such that 
it would fit Moore’s oper- 
ation, while at the same time 
discourage other residents 
from picking up garbage else~- 
where in the county, 

Commissioner Jack 
Hornsby spoke out against let- 
ting a private contractor pick 
up garbage, and told the com- 
‘mission if Moore was allowed 
to continue, others would fol- 
low, seeking franchises in other 
parts of the county. The com- 
mission told Hornsby the new 
garbage program was still in 
the experimental stages, and 
stated ‘if this doesn’t work, 
we'll change it.” 

New Brockton Police Chief 
Gordon Lueck addressed the 
commission, and said, ‘The 
Forestry Department has rec- 
ently installed additional equip~ 
ment in its vehicles, but when 
the Ranger is out of his truck, 

‘there is no way to reach him,” 

“My department receives 8 
to 10 calls a day for the 
ranger,’”? stated Chief Lueck, 
“and if he’s not near his radio, 
we have to‘go run him down.” 

The chief requested the 
commission purchase a small 
radio scanner which may be 
worn on the ranger’s belt, The 
scanner would enable the ran- 
ger to be reached at all times. 
The price of the scanner was 
$100. 

The commission thanked 
Chief Lueck for his help to 
the Forestry Department, and 
voted unanimously to pur- 
chase the scanner,

HE LEFT HIS MARK ON ELBA 


A Tribute To Lister Brunson 
PREPARED BY MARION BRUNSON ON REQUEST 


One of Coffee County’s 
most valuable citizens, William 
Lister Brunson,died very sud- 
denly at his home in Elba on 
Wednesday morning, January 
25, 1978, of a massive heart 
attack, 

Mr, Brunson was a founder 
and president of National Sec- 
urity Insurance Company of 
Elba, This multi-million dol- 
lar company was organized in 
1947 by Lister and his father, 
the late Will Brunson, who 
died the year the company was’ 
organized, This left the com- 
pany to be directed by Lister, 
who spent the rest of his life 
as the company president, 

William Lister Brunson was 
born on January 16, 1921, the 
oldest child born to Annie 
‘Rushing and William Matthew 
Brunson, He graduated from 
Elba High School in 1938 as 
valedictorian of his class, 

He attended the University 
of Alabama and received a 
BS degree in Commerce and 
Business Administration, In 
1942 he was editor of the 
Fiftieth Anniversary Edition 
of the Corolla, the University 
yearbook, which won first place 
in national competition, Lister 
w#s president of Pi Kappa Phi 
fraternity that same year.

cedure and to authorize the 
appointment of certain deputy 


registrars to perform such 
reidentification, 
BE IT ENACTED BY THE 


LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA 

Section 1, Sections 5 and 
7 of Act No, 548, H, 1146, 
1976 Regular Session, which 
relates to voter reidentifica- 
tion in Coffee County, are 
hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

‘Section 5, A qualified 
élector may reidentify himself 


in any one of the following 
ways: (a) He may reideptify 
himself by appearing in per- 
son at the office of the board 
of registrars or the judge of 
probate of Coffee County and 
answering such questions and 
Submitting such proof as may 
reasonably be required by the 
board of registrars, the judge 
of probate or one of its or his

Not long ago several older 
residents of Knox County, Ky. 
gathered for a party and re- 
minised about the changing

To hardcook, cover eggs 
with cold water, and just bring 
the water to a boil. Remove 
eggs from heat; leave covered 
for fifteen to twenty minutes, 
Plunge eggs at once into cold 
running water and leave for 
five minutes, 


COOKING FROZEN VEGE— 
TABLES 

You should cook most fro- 
zen vegetables in the frozen 
form, Leafy vegetables such 
as spinach cook more evenly 
if thawed just enough to sep- 
arate the leaves before cook- 
ing. Allowing broccoli spears 
to thaw just enough to separate 
will assure a better cooked 
product, Corn on the cob should 
be partially thawed before 
cooking, so that the cob will 
be heated through by the time 
the corn is cooked, Holding 
corn after thawing or cooking 
causes sogginess. 

One-half cup of water per 
pint size package is enough to 
cook most frozen vegetables, 
Remember that the frost in 
the package furnishes some ad- 
titional moisture.

Kinston City Council To Seek Funds 


For Public Housing 


The Kinston City Council 
met on Tuesday night, March 
7, at City Hall, with all mem- 
bers present except Council- 
woman Sara Bowden, Present 
at the meeting were Mayor 
Steve Hunko, City Clerk Peggy 
Cain and Councilmen Dewey 
Adams, Houston Martin, Har- 
old Rhodes and Mickey Weeks. 

The meeting was called to 
order at 7 p.m. by Mayor 
Steve Hunko, and was led in 
prayer by Councilman Dewey 
Adams, The minutes of the 
previous meeting were read 
and approved, 

Mr, Steve Bryce, a rep- 
resentative of the Southeast 
Alabama Regional Planning 
Commission, met with the 
council and told: it that his 
office is preparing to file a 
request for Public Housing in 
Kinston based on its popula- 
tion, Bryce informed the 
council of the money his com- 
mittee would seek, and told 
the gathering the population 
the request was made on. 

The council passed a re- 
solution approving the 
S.E,A.R.P.C.’s_ plan to seek 
funds for public housing, but 
told Bryce to delay completing

the paperwork until a more 
accurate estimate could be 
made of the city’s population. 
(The council felt the city’s 
population had risen since the 
past census had been taken, 
and agreed to conduct a sur- 
vey to determine the correct 
population). 


The council agreed to buy 
ammunition for Patrolman 
Jimmy Hildreth to use while 
undergoing training at the 
Police Academy in Bay Min- 
ette. Hildreth will be attend- 
ing the academy for a period 
of 6 weeks, but will return on 
weekends and be on duty. 


The council also acted on 
a series of requests by 
Water Superintendent Howard 
Smith. The council agreed:- 
(1) Smith could add service 
calls on bills; (2) to pay for 
Smith to attend workshops; - 
(3) to pay 15¢ per mile for ex- 
penses when Smith uses his 
personal vehicle; (4) for Smith 
to have a one-week paid vaca- 
tion annually; (5) to pay Smith 
$4 an hour for extra work 
done, and (6) to raise his 
monthly salary from $200 to 
$275. 

The meeting was adjourned 
until the next scheduled meet- 
ing date of March 21.

This apparently means that un- 
less the constitution makes 
provisions for an election to

Three previous court de- 
cisions were cited that indicated 
“county authorities can 
exercise only such powers as 
are delagated to them by the 
legislature’’, It then noted that 
the Constitution provides that 
moving a county courthouse can 
only be done be the voters 
in an election held for such 
purpose and can be done only 
every four years, This Appar- 
ently cuts out the legislature 
or at least limits their involy- 
ment, 


This is further strength- 


ened by the statement, ‘What the 
legislature is prohibited from 
doing directly it cannot do in- 
directly by authorizing the re- 
moval of the county seat or 
authorizing the act to be done 
by a special or local law.’’, 
This is also the results of 
previous court decisions, 
Green points out that to 

remove the courthouse to an- 
other city, a petition in writing 
Signed by a majority of the 
qualified electors, mustbe sub- 
mitted to the governor, This 
would also apply to moving a 
branch courthouse or abolishing 
Seperate division within a 
county, Each ballot “ would 
have to be specific and sing- 
ular in subject matter ,.,.sothe 
choice by the clector would be 
certain,’”’ This apparently

means that for the voters of 

Coffee County to go the one 
courthouse in New Brockton, 
At least three different and 

Separate yotes would have to be 
taken after three seperate and 
different petition had been sent
